2. The user of an orphan work must provide a clear and adequate attrìbution to the 
copyrì^t owner; 
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3. If the copyright owner reapears,the owner shouid be resonable remunerated or 
appropriate restitution shouid be made; 

4. If mjtmctive lelief is available against the use of a i»evìously orphaned work,tfae 
injunctive relief shouid take into ac<x>unt the creative efiforts and mvestment made 
in good faitfa by the user of the work; 

5. The use of orphaned woik is non-«xclusive.
